ANNUAL DUES

Public Lilraries Explain Their Position 


After the victory of the Dayton Public 
Library’s counsel, Victor Jacobs, and of the 
Ohio Library Association’s distinguished rep- 
resentative as amicus curiae, Arthur Fiske, 
trustee of the Cuyahoga County Library, in 
obtaining a Supreme Court ruling last De- 
cember 2 upholding Ohio public libraries’ 
prior claim to consideration for intangibles 
tax funds on the basis of library needs only, 
as judged by budget commission members, 
there was evidence that some municipalities 
additional funds 
would try to have the Legislature take away 
the preferred position it gave libraries in 
1951 as to these funds. At that time the Ohio 
Code was amended, without a dissenting vote, 
to spell out clearly the original intent of the 
1931 to provide libraries 
special access to intangibles tax funds in lieu 
of realty tax funds.

If a concerted effort should be made by 
municipalities to induce the Legislature next 
year to change this law, library trustees and 
librarians, and all citizens who recognize the 
threat to library service if any radical change 
is made in libraries’ tax support, must see to 
it that the facts are understood by all con- 
cerned, and that the stake of the public in 
maintaining at least the present degree of 
library service in the state is well presented. 
Alone, we librarians have little political pres- 
sure to exert, but our trustees and patrons 
have a powerful voice. 


As a precaution, your Legislative Commit- 
tee, in consultation with your Executive 
Board, sent out the following letter to all 
legislators on March 16: 


Dear Legislator: 


On December 2, 1953, the Ohio Supreme 
Court made a decision regarding the distribu- 
tion of the intangible personal property tax. 
The decision was in favor of public libraries. 
Since that time a few village and city officials 
have been urging that the law be changed. 
We of the Ohio Library Association thought 
that perhaps you would like the following 
facts about the Supreme Court’s decision, and 


the distribution procedure, so that you might 
better be able to form an opinion. 

Prior to the 1930’s libraries had authority 
to levy a mill and one-half tax on real 
property. After the Ohio Constitution was 
amended effective in 1931, making the millage 
limitation mandatory for all purposes, library 
boards could not levy a tax. Since this millage 
is already being used up by schools, cities, 
and other subdivisions of the county, libraries 
have no chance of getting funds within the 
ten mills. 

It was for just this reason that the Legis- 
lature gave libraries the right to participate 
in the intangibles or classified property tax. 
The late Senator Robert Taft, then chairman 
of the Ohio Legislature’s Tax Revision Com- 
mittee, in 1930 appeared at the Ohio Library 
Association’s annual meeting and asked li- 
brarians and library trustees “to be good 
citizens” and accept and try out this in- 
tangibles tax as a fund source instead of the 
realty tax or other sources. The Legislature 
gave the libraries a preferred position in the 
allocation of this tax; at least, the Supreme 
Court in its early decisions on the tax said 
so. But as the years went on subsequent court 
decisions held libraries had no priority. A 
decision of the court issued December 14, 
1949, so stated, and it was in answer to this 
very decision that your legislature in 1951, 
you will remember, after full hearings, and 
without a dissenting vote, amended the law 
(G.C. 5625-24) to make clear the original 
intent. So much for background—here are the 
recent developments: 

For 1953 the Montgomery County Budget 
Commission granted the Dayton Public Li- 
brary $165,000 less than the Library re- 
quested and needed, altho funds were avail- 
able. It gave the money to other subdivisions. 
The Library Board protested and took its 
case to the State Board of Tax Appeals in 
December 1952. The Board of Tax Appeals 
held that while the Library had shown it 
could reasonably use the amount of money 
requested, so could the other subdivisions par- 
ticipating in the tax. Therefore the Appeals 
Board would not disturb the allotment which 
the Budget Commission had made on _ the 
basis of the relative needs of all participants. 
This is where the argument left the new track 
provided by your law. 

The Dayton Library Board appealed this 
decision to the Supreme Court, pointing out 
that the legislature in 1951 had amended the 
law, authorizing a budget commission to

make allotments on the basis of the needs of 
the library only, and that other subdivisions 
received funds from the intangibles not on 
need but on the proportion in which it was 
collected from the subdivisions. The Supreme 
Court in December 1953, upheld this claim, 
reversed the decision of the Board of Tax 
Appeals and sent the case back to the Board 
for reconsideration in this light. The Board 
of Tax Appeals on December 22, 1953, 
ordered the $165,000 to be granted to the 
Dayton Public Library, on the basis of its 
demonstrated needs. 


Would you say there is anything wrong, 
or out of line, about such a decision, or such 
a law? Let’s see why it is justified. 


First, the only tax fund involved is the 
classified or intangible property tax, a rela- 
tively small fund. Real estate, sales tax, 
cigarette tax and any of the several other 
taxes are not involved here. Libraries do not 
share in them. 


Second, while other political subdivisions 
in a county have several prescribed sources 
of tax support, public libraries are practically 
limited under state law to this one fund—the 
intangible or classified property tax. 


Third, villages and cities never have re- 
ceived funds from this tax on the basis of 
need. After funds have been allocated to 
libraries on the basis of their needs as de- 
termined by the budget commission, the 
balance has always gone back to munici- 
palities on the basis of the origin of its col- 
lection, never on the basis of need. The re- 
quest of a municipality for intangibles money 
is not a statement of “need,” but a financial 
figure which it anticipates it will receive in 
the general distribution of the intangible 
funds. It would certainly be impractical, if 
not impossible, for a budget commission to 
“allocate” intangible funds to municipalities 
on the basis of their “relative needs.” 


Finally, even after the Supreme Court’s de- 
cision, in order to receive funds from the 
intangibles tax, the burden of proof rests 
upon library boards to show a reasonable 
need for what they ask, and budget com- 
missions unquestionably exercise their dis- 
cretion here. Library boards cannot ask bud- 
get commissions for funds from this tax with- 
out making a reasonable demonstration of 
their needs. It is the right and duty of budget 
commissions to determine whether library

needs as presented are legitimate and de- 
fersible. 

It is the belief of Ohio’s library trustees 
and librarians that when these facts are un- 
derstood by our legislators they will see the 
wisdom of letting the law stand as amended 
in 1951. Our library services, more vital 
these days than ever, depend on you.
